> Committee 
applies for grant 
through MDOT to 
help fund project

In a few years, the South 1-75 
Business Loop could look very dif- 
ferent. A proposed streetscape pro- 
ject project, which could cost over 
a million dollars, would bring about 
a variety of aesthetic changes and 
several safety adjustments, making 
the south end of Grayling consider- 
ably more “walkable.” safer, and 
more pleasant to the eye. 

A committee consisting of 10 
local people has put together a 
hefty grant document to apply for 
enhancement grant funding through 
the Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) to help 
fund the project. The proposed 
plan, submitted in mid-December 
(2000), lists a $1.3 million price 
tag. 

The committee was able to get 
MDOT to sign for the grant appli- 
cation, making the department 
responsible for the required 20 per- 
cent local match if the application 
is approved. Enhancement grants 
are funded through TEA-21

Dixie evicted

After 13 years of caring for the 
homeless animals of Crawford 
County, Dixie Lobsinger has been 
evicted from the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County. 

According to Lobsinger, on 
Saturday, January 6, local attorney 
Monte Burmeister entered the shel- 
ter with a copy of the lease between 
the shelter board and the Road 
Commission for Crawford County 
and informed Lobsinger that she 
would have to leave. 

Burmeister was representing shel- 
ter board members Ward Parker, 
Nancy Lemmen, Ron Joyce, Joe 
Porter, Pat Kangas and Susan Thiel 
who were also present Saturday 
morning. 

Board members drafted a letter to 
Lobsinger on Thursday, January 4, 
ordering her to vacate immediately, 
however, Burmeister told Lobsinger 
the board was unsure of whether or 
not she had received it. Lobsinger 
was there to open the shelter as she 
has for years, on Friday and 
Saturday, January 5 and 6. 

Lobsinger said she _ told 
Burmeister and others that she 
would not leave without a court 
order. She said the attorney stated 
he would be back and left the shel- 
ter. Lobsinger called local police, 
explained what was happening, and 
asked for their assistance. 

Armed with a camera, video and 
tape recorders, shelter board mem- 
bers, along with former Animal 
Control Officer Marge Mathew, 
took control of the shelter as Dixie’s 
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longtime volunteers Judy Sumner, 
Louise Tournaud, and Patty 


Redinger tried to finish up the | 


morning chores of feeding and 
watering the animals, as well as 
kennel cleanup. Redinger is also a 
former shelter board member. 

Grayling Police Chief Karl 
Schreiner, Patrolman Tim Coe and 
Crawford County Deputy Paul 
Smith arrived and, after recom- 
mending she retain an attorney for 
herself, explained to Lobsinger they 
felt the lease was “enough” to ask 
her to leave. She left very quietly 
with her dog, Samantha, right 
around 12 noon after giving 
Mathew information on the animals 
currently housed at the shelter. 

Shelter board members brought 
some food for the animals, previ- 
ously ordered by Lobsinger, cleaned 
and applied a fresh coat of paint to 
the walls of the shelter’s tiny recep- 
tion and work areas. According to 
Mathew, improvements to the ken- 
nel area are also planned by the 
shelter board. 

Shelter operations were not dis- 
rupted over the last week since the 
Road Commission agreed to the 
five-year lease with the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County Board 
and the subsequent departure of 
Lobsinger last Saturday. On 
Monday, January 8 Mathew, 
Tournaud, Green Thumb employee 
Alice Ray, and a person fulfilling 
community service obligations were 
working at the shelter. According to 
Acting President Ward Parker, the 
shelter is currently staffed by volun- 
teers. 


Reynolds

P Superintendent 
to retire after nearly 
28 years at Crawford

A year earlier than he previously 
planned, Crawford AuSable School 
District’s (CASD) Superintendent 
Kent Reynolds announced on 
Monday he would retire at the end 
of the 2000-2001 school year. 

“J have spent 36 years in educa- 
tion and 17 years in this position,” 
Reynolds said. “To perform this 
job I dedicate about 60-70 hours 
each week. I would like to reduce 
the time I spend working. At this 
point, the (school) district is stable 
and it has great programs.

He 
said most superintendents last an 
average of five years in a district.

The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board and _ the 
Crawford County Animal Shelter 
Board have reached an agreement 
for a five-year lease of the shelter 
property, which the Road 
Commission owns, after the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners decided not to pur- 
sue the lease. 

At last Thursday’s Road 
Commission meeting, the Road 
Board expressed a desire to stay out 
of the controversy surrounding the 
Animal Shelter, and treat the issue 
of the property lease as a “narrow” 
matter: the Road Commission has 
been approached with a lease 
agreement that is needed to ensure 
the shelter can continue to operate. 

The Road Commission was pre- 
pared to lease with the county, but 
the county opted not to enter into 
the lease after a Prosecuting 
Attorney’s opinion was received. 
According to a letter from County 
Controller Paul Compo to the Road

By a unanimous decision, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners elected District #2 
Commissioner Scott Hanson to the 
position of County Chairman for a 
two-year term. District #6 
Commissioner Terry Beardslee, 
who was absent from the January 4 
Organizational Meeting due to 
shoulder surgery, was elected Vice 
Chairman. 

Unlike Chairmen before him. 
Hanson wil! serve for two years 
instead of one. The state recently 
adopted a law setting the county 
chairman term at two years. 
Outgoing two-term Vice Chair and 
District #5 Commissioner Beth 
Wieland explained to the Board the 
two year term was a compromise 
when some suggested the term be 
set at four years. 

Outgoing Chairperson and 
District #4 Commissioner Lynnette 
Corlew did not seek another term as 
County Chair, citing a busy sched- 
ule and family obligations. “I have 


enjoyed serving as Chair, however I 
would like to concentrate on other 
things I am interested in,” Corlew 
said. 

At the annual meeting committee 
assignments were also made, with 
no changes from the previous year. 
They are: Law Enforcement 
Committee Chairman - Harold 
“Tike” Golnick, District #1; 
Personnel and Labor Committee 
Chairperson - Shelley Pinkelman, 
District #3; Ways and Means 
Committee Chairperson - Beth 
Wieland, District #5. 

Commissioner Corlew agreed to 
chair the newly developed Judicial 
Committee, with Hanson serving as 
alternate. 

The Judicial Committee will 
serve to address issues between the 
courts and the county. 

With some exceptions, the 
County Board will continue to meet 
for committee meetings at 9:30 a.m. 
on the second Thursday of each 
month and regular meetings at the 
same time on the third Wednesday 
of each month.

streetscape committee and driving 
force behind the project, said the 
streetscape plan started soon after 
the Crawford County Multi-use 
Trails Committee secured a sizeable 
enhancement grant for construction 
of a system of paved pathways in 
the county. Upon discovering that 
enhancement grants could also be 
secured for “transportation aesthet- 
ics,” Madsen formed a committee 
with a few friends and area resi- 
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dents, and the committee took a ‘if 
they can do it, we can do it’ attitude. 
(Enhancement grant monies are also 
available for “historic preservation” 
and “water quality.”) 

The committee went right to 
work. With help from engineers 
from Sundberg & Carlson, the 
group compiled a catalog of over 
300 digital photos (some of which 
are used in color in the grant appli- 
cation), had maps drawn to scale of 
the South 1-75 Business Loop area, 
and looked at what aspects of the 
area could be changed for the better. 

The committee started big, 
though at the time Madsen wasn’t 
sure how much could really be com- 
pleted. 

“It started in my mind very large, 
but I- didn’t think it was feasible,” 
said Madsen. “As it progressed, we 
decided, ‘let’s go for the whole ball 
of wax.’ We put in lots and lots and 


members visited several other north- 
ern Michigan communities to 
research how projects similar to the 
proposed streetscape in comparable 
cities had already been achieved. 
Madsen found that the other com- 
munities had completed similar pro- 
jects but each “had different means

Commission, the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s opinion stated that the 
county had “no legal obligation or 
jurisdiction” in the matter after the 
current animal control contract 
expired.

flowers that would be planted in 
good condition. In addition to the 
new vegetation and sidewalks, other 
proposed improvements through the 
streetscape include: new benches, 
information kiosks (with maps), 
crosswalks on the business loop, 
decorative lighting throughout the 
area, and new trash receptacles.

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Ambulance subscription plans offered to Crawford residents 


As part of its service in Crawford 
County, Mobile Medical Response 
is offering its “MMR Plus” mem- 
bership programs to all eountys resi- 
dents. 

MMR began providing “advance 
life support” emergency medical 
services treatment and transporta- 


tion in Crawford County in 
November 2000. 
Residents who live within 


Crawford County, or any other 
county that MMR serves, have the 
opportunity to participate in MMR’s 
membership programs offering sev- 
eral options and benefits. 

The first option is “MMR Plus 
MedConnection,” which costs $59 


per year, and covers an individual, a 


spouse and any dependent members 


of a household. Participation in the 


program covers any insurance 
deductibles or co-payments that 
individuals have, and insurance 
companies or Medicare do not 
cover, for any “medically neces- 
sary” ambulance transportation that 


MMR provides anywhere within its 
service area for the entire program 


year. 
The “MMR Plus 
MedConnection” option also 


includes access to MedConnection, 
MMR’s medical information and 
advice telephone line. Registered 
nurses and other medical profes- 
sionals are available 24 hours a day 
to answer a variety of health-related 
questions. 

Personnel use their training along 
with nationally approved protocols 
to give advice and direct callers to 
the most appropriate level of care. 
The protocols were developed by 
national experts in pediatrics, geri- 


atrics, women’s health ‘nd’ family ' 


practice. Individuals” or families 
who become members of MMR 
Plus MedConnection will be given a 
telephone number to access the 
information line and a personal 
access code when they become 
members. 

Those who become members of 


the MMR Plus MedConnection are 
also eligible for a discount on the 
personal help alarm systems, called 
MainStreet Messenger, that MMR 
leases and monitors. 

The. personal alert system acti- 
vates when a user pushes a button 
that is connected to a wristband or 
pendant. The system can contact up 
to three other responders such as rel- 
atives or friends if a person needs 
help. The device can also contact 
MMR directly if other responders 
are busy or not available. The 
MainStreet Messenger becomes the 
main telephone in a user’s home and 
can be used for regular incoming 
and outgoing telephone calls. 


' The ‘system is ideal for older indi= 


viduals or couples living on their 
own or for anyone who may need 
assistance. 

MMR is a distributor of the 
MainStreet Messenger units and 
usually charges a one-time $35 
installation and $35 a month moni- 
toring fee. 


Anyone, whether or not they par- 
ticipate in an MMR membership 
program, can get a MainStreet 
Messenger, however, MMR will 
waive the installation fee for MMR 
Plus MedConnection members. 

The second membership program 
option is “MMR Plus” only. This 
choice is $39 annually and only 
offers the benefit of taking the place 
of insurance deductibles or co-pay- 
ments for ambulance service. 

Membership in MMR _ Plus 
MedConnection or MMR Plus will 
expire January 31, 2002. For more 
information on any membership 
options call, toll-free, 1-800-232- 
5216.

Being president won’t be easy for GWB 


Aiming for political advantage in the next 
election by either Democrats or Republicans 
won't lead to legislative progress. 

* * * 

WHEN MR. BUSH visited the Capitol a 
couple weeks ago, he made it a point to meet 
with Democratic congressional leaders as 
well as Republicans. That was a good start. 

If top Democrats Rep. Richard Gephart and 
Sen.-Tom Dashle will be included in plotting 
the legislative agenda, along with 
Republicans Speaker Dennis Hastert and Sen. 
Trent Lott, then Congress actually may make 
some progress the next two years. 

But many unreconstructed political extrem- 
ists still operate on Capital Hill, and the ultras 
on both ends are not likely to opt for progress 
in place of programmatic pursuit. 

It looks from here that Mr. Bush will prob- 
ably have more trouble with die hard 
Republican conservatives than with the 
Democrats in any pursuit of compromise for

the sake of progress. 

If the Republicans screw things up in the 
legislative process, then the Democrats won't 
have to. They can sit by and snicker, and wait 
to count the votes in the 2002 mid term elec- 
tion.

WHAT’S THE FUSS? -- A _ huge 
Washington ruckus swirls about the nomina- 
tion of former Sen. John Ashcroft of Missouri 
for attorney general, which seems to be cen- 
tered on Mr. Ashcroft’s conservative religious 
and political record. 

Will he uphold laws with which he dis- 
agrees? Will he abuse the rights of minori- 
ties? Will he mis-use the attorney general’s 
office to advance the agenda of the political 
far right and punish the far left? Will the 
country really go to the dogs if Mr. Ashcroft 
is confirmed? 

Most of these arguments are a smoke 
screen. 


Since when has the attorney general 
become the bellwether of an entire presiden- 
tial administration or the entire country? 

The attorney general is appointed by the 
president and can be removed the same way. 
He does not run the court system nor appoint 
judges or many other office holders. He can’t 
go very far off on his own way, without 
regard for what the boss wants him to do. 

The job is important, but the attorney gen- 
eral doesn’t set the agenda for the White 
House or the whole country to follow. 

* * * 

IT APPEARS that Mr. Bush’s critics have 
not been able to make much of a case-against 
most of his appointments so far, so John 
Ashcroft seems to have drawn the short straw. 

Bush opponents have to raise a loud fuss 
about something and Mr. Ashcroft is it. This 
nomination provides a chance for partisan 
and political doctrinaires to sound off and to 
make a public record. 


John Ashcroft faced the unprecedented dif- 
ficulty of running his 2000 senate campaign 
against a dead man, and losing. 

When Missouri Gov. Mel Carnahan died a 
few weeks before last November’s election, 
Mr. Ashcroft conducted himself in a most 
exemplary manner. 

There was no effective yet gracious way to 
run against a dead governor, whose name 
remained on the ballot. Mr. Ashcroft lost 
what amounted to a memorial campaign for 
Gov. Carnahan, and he bowed out in grace 
and style. 

Now John Ashcroft has become a symbolic 
sacrificial lamb again. He doesn’t deserve 
such treatment. 

Unless something genuinely serious comes 
up, he will be confirmed, and he won’t ruin 
the country either.

As previously indicated, I am 
desirous of a special meeting, with 
notice: posted i in 1 the Crawford County 
Avalanche, S0.that-all.citizens of the 
community who are interested in 
attending may do so. Again, the pur- 
pose of the meeting would be to 
exchange ideas with the hope of 
reaching a compromise between your 
Board and Dixie. I know you stated 
that, by law, the Board is not obligat- 
ed to post notice of its meetings. I 
feel that, required or not, your Board 
should publish notice of actions taken 
before the action is taken. I am still 
baffled how a Board can elect and 
appoint themselves to a community, 
non-profit animal shelter without 
notice of the meeting to at least the 
members of the Animal Shelter, 
and/or by public notice, to all inter- 
ested citizens of the community. 

Further, I think a public notice in 


the paper is in order for your Board to 
disclose to the community informa- 
tion as to who is running the shelter in 
Dixie’s absence and what hours the 
shelter will be open. I am so very 
concemed that you will begin eutha- 
nizing animals, as you stated in our 


telephone conversation you would”

To the editor, 

Once again, it seems, the animal 
shelter board is off base. 

On December 20, the Board of 
Commissioners suggested a mediator 
to deal with the animal shelter dispute 
and Scott Hanson volunteered to help 
out. 

On December 27, the shelter board 
met with Mr. Hanson and, at that 
time, they did not notify him that they 
had already written a letter dated 
December 26 to have Dixie 
Lobsinger meet with them on 
December 31 at 2 p.m. to take pos- 
session of any paperwork, as well as 
anything pertaining to the running of 
the shelter. 


Dixie met with Mr. Hanson on the 
29, but had not received the letter as 
of their meeting. But on December 
31, the board failed to keep their 
appointment at 2 p.m. and business 
has gone on as usual with Dixie car- 
ing enough to show up and take care 
of the animals. 

Then, on January 4, the road com- 
mission made a five-year agreement 
with the existing board to lease the 
shelter property. According to the 
way I read the by-laws, we as mem- 
bers, are entitled to attend board 
meetings. Unfortunately, the meet- 
ings are closed and no times are post- 
ed for the public or members to be 
able to be in attendance. Does this 
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mean they are in violation of the open 
meetings act, especially since they 
receive public monies? 

The by-laws do clearly state that a 
special meeting can be called (using 
the Michigan State 10-day rule) by 
either the president or three board of 
directors or by 10 members using a 
written request, which was done by 
the petitions sent to the board with 
170 signatures on them. 

One of my concerns is that this 
board may be in violation of the cor- 
porate by-laws with only six directors 
as it appeared at the meeting with the 
Board of Commissioners on 
December 20. 

The people of Crawford County 
need to stand up and decide if they 
want to just go with the flow or be 
counted on to get behind the one they 
believe in and get this board back on 
track, possibly by replacing them. I 
urge anyone interested in this matter 
to attend the meeting at the Gray 
Rock Cafe on Thursday, January 11 
at 2 p.m.

I am writing in support of the 
Board of Directors of the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County. I have 
read, listened and discussed many 
issues regarding the shelter and its 
operations over the last few moriths. 
I believe when you decide to run a 
business, you do have an obligation 
to compile and file all required 
reports (with the State and the IRS), 
carry adequate insurance and secure 
the proper licenses. 

This Board has been working hard 
to raise funding for an adequate shel- 
ter -- one many of us have con- 
tributed to in one way or another. 
The Board found out that tax retumms 
were not filed, putting their license to 
solicit for funds in jeopardy. Their 
liability insurance policy lapsed due 
to non-payment. A stop payment 
order was even issued on a check not 
deposited. When these tasks were 
not being done adequately or timely, 
the Board had no choice but to step in 
and take over. 

I listened to the Director say these 


people don’t care about the animals - 
- they just want to make a name for 
themselves. I find this hard to 
believe, when one was a veterinarian 
and another in the grooming business 
-- both working and caring for ani- 
mals. The other members are all 
long time pet owners. 

The Director resigned recently and 
then barricaded the Board Members 
from the shelter when they asked to 
have their records turned over. This 
was the second time they were barri- 
caded out when they asked to meet 
with the director. 

The most recent issue of the 
Avalanche outlines their procedure 
for holding meetings -- 10 day notice 
to members, etc. -- then states “the 
members decided to hold their own 
meeting that afternoon” -- the day the 
Board Members were barricaded out. 
These same Board Members have 
never been given or seen a list of the 
membership. The article goes on to 
say “they voted unanimously to 
remove the entire shelter board.” 

The article also states an organiza- 
tional meeting is being planned for 
January 11 at 2 p.m. at the Gray Rock 


Cafe. Nomination and election of. 
officers is expected. All those inter- 
ested in attending and voting who fit 
the criteria of membership (basically 
taking care of homeless animals, pro- 
viding adoption services and educat- 
ing the public on animal issues) and 
who donates money, time or 
resources are encouraged to attend. 
I fit this criteria and plan to attend. 
I support the actions the Board of 
Directors found necessary to take. 
They are being criticized publicly for 
doing what has to be done. I think 
Crawford County is fortunate to have 
dedicated: people like them who are 
willing to take time out of their per-

Michigan receives | 


$18 million for 
home heating 


assistance 


WASHINGTON, D.C.— Rep. 
Dave Camp (R-Midland) announced 
late last week the release of $18 mil- 
lion to Low Income Home Energy 
Assistance Program (LIHEAP) 
emergency funds to Michigan. 

Camp has supported efforts to 
assist low-income households in 
coping with high fue! prices during 
the winter in Michigan. 

The price of heating oil and natur- 
al gases have continued to rise above 
earlier projections. The Department 
of Energy now projects that heating 
oil prices this winter will be 29 per- 
cent higher than last winter, and nat- 
ural gas prices will be 40 percent 
higher than last winter. 

“The people in Michigan need 
help to fight these rising gas prices. 
Many families are forced to choose 
between food and clothing or paying 
these high heating bills,” Camp said.

solid and necessary, and said the 
Board of Education is currently 
working on a March 20 bond issue 
to present to the voters. 

Reynolds said his biggest disap- 
pointment over the years has been 
the time it has taken for school bond 
issues to pass. “We have been 
unable to pass the high school issue 
and it took a great deal of time to 
convince the voters of the need and 
importance of school improvement 
in the past.” He said the middle 
school improvement issue passed on 
the fourth attempt and it took seven 
attempts to pass the primary 
school/elementary school/technolo- 
gy infrastructure and football field 
package. 

The superintendent can not say 
enough about the technological 
planning and advances the district 
has devised and implemented. “The 
technological changes within the 
district have been incredible. 
Computer technology is not a toy, it 
is a tool used to open up communi- 
cations for students and staff. The 
infrastructure is in place and using 


the Internet and computers as 
instructional tools is not too far off 
in the future.” he said. Reynolds 
said the district has just completed a 
three-year technology plan and 
everything is looking good. 

“Lam also proud of the district's 
orientation to people. We like to 
have those who will be most impact- 
ed by a decision, help make the deci- 
sion.” Reynolds remarked. The dis- 
trict is currently in the fourth year of 
a five-year Strategic Plan to assure 
an up-to-date and successful educa- 
tion of each student in the district. 

Reynolds said he is very proud of 
the management team that has been 
assembled in the district, including 
all department heads and principals. 
“We have developed unique person- 
nel relationships that will foster a 
‘business as usual’ outcome during 
the transition to a new superinten- 
dent and assistant superintendent,” 
he said.

Mercy sets policy on abandoned, 
surrendered newborns 
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Early last year, the Senate passed 
legislation directed at preventing 
newborn abandonment. This legis- 
lation took effect January 1, 2001 
and makes it legal for a parent to 
surrender their newborn (under 72 
hours of age) in a safe and anony- 
mous manner. 

“Over the years, the media has 
reported stories of abandoned new- 
borns being found in public places 
in critical medical condition. It is 
the intent of this law to allow a par- 
ent to surrender their newborn to a 
hospital or an emergency service 
provider who then can take the child 
into temporary protective custody 
and provide needed care,” cited 
Debra Anthony Larson, Director of 
Quality Management at Mercy 
Hospital Grayling. 

The law allows for a parent to 
voluntarily leave their newborn in 
the possession of a hospital or 
emergency service provider on a 
confidential basis and without fear 
of legal action. 

“As a response to this new law, 
Mercy Hospital has developed poli- 
cy and procedures which will be 
implemented in the event a newborn 


would be surrendered or abandoned 
at Mercy Hospital. Our procedures 
will allow for provision of informa- 
tion and confidential assistance for 
the parent as well as a caring and 
safe environment for the newborn,” 
said Larson. 

By surrendering the newborn, the 
parent is releasing the newborn to a 
child-placing agency to be placed 
for adoption. These arrangements 
will be made by hospital social 
workers. 

The parent then has 29 days after 
surrendering the newborn to peti- 
tion the court to regain custody. A 
hearing to terminate parental rights 
occurs after the 29 day period elaps- 
es. 

Mercy will provide specific infor- 
mation to any parent surrendering 
their newborn to the hospital or par- 
ents may contact the state’s “Safe 
Delivery of Newborns” toll free line 
for additional information, 1-800- 
262-4784, 

“Mercy Hospital is well prepared 
to meet the community’s expecta- 
tions regarding this new “Safe 
Delivery of Newborns Law,” com- 
mented Larson.

2001-1-82101 Definitions. 


(a) “Conviction” means a final con- 
viction, the payment of a fine, a plea 
of guilty or nolo contendere if 
accepted by the court, or a finding of 
guilt or probate court disposition on 
a violation of this part, regardless of 
whether the penalty is rebated or 
suspended. 


(b) “Former section 15a” means 
section 15a of former 1968 PA 74, 
as constituted prior to May 1, 1994. 


(c) “Highly restricted personal infor- 
mation” means an individual’s pho- 
tograph or image, social security 
number, digitized signature, and 
medical and disability information. 


(d) “Highway or street” means the 
entire width between the boundary 
lines of every way publicly main- 
tained if any part thereof is open to 
the use of the public for purposes of 
vehicular travel. 


§ (e) “Law of another state” means a 


law or ordinance enacted by anoth- 
er state or by a local unit of govern- 
ment in another state. 


(f) “Law Enforcement Officer” means 
a member of a police force or other 
organization of the County of 
Crawford, any township, village or 
city in Crawford County or of the 
State of Michigan regularly 
employed as such and is certified as 
a peace officer in the State of 
Michigan, who regularly is charged 
with the prevention and detection of 
crime and enforcement of the gener- 
al criminal laws of the state and any 
non-certified individual specially 
deputized by the Crawford County 
Sheriff specifically for the purpose of 
enforcing this snowmobile ordi- 
nance on a seasonal basis. 


(g) “Operate” means to ride in or on 
and be in actual physical contro! of 
the operation of a snowmobile.

(i) A person who holds the legal 
title to a snowmobile. 

(ii) A vendee or lessee of a snow- 
mobile that is the subject of an 
agreement for conditional sale or 
lease with the right of purchase 
upon performance of the conditions 
stated in the agreement and with an 
immediate right of possession vest- 
ed in the conditional vendee or 
lessee. 

(iii) A person renting a snowmo- 
bile or having the exclusive use of a 
snowmobile for more than thirty (30) 
days. 


(j) “Personal information” means 
information that identifies an individ- 
ual, including an individual's driver 
identification number, name, 
address not including zip code, and 
telephone number, but does not 
include information on snowmobile 
operation or equipment-related vio- 
lations or civil infractions, operator

(n) “Roadway” means that portion of 
a highway or street improved, desig- 
hated, or ordinarily used for vehicu- 
lar travel.

(0) “Shoulder” means that portion of

a vehicle that must be registered 
under the Michigan vehicle code,

(1) Except as otherwise provided, a 
snowmobile shall not be operated 
unless the owner first obtains a cer- 
tificate of registration and a registra- 
tion decal, which shall be carvied 
and displayed as required by state 
law. The certificate of registration 
shall be secured at the time of pur- 
chase of transfer of ownership. A 
certificate of registration or a regis- 
tration decal is not required for a

(b) A snowmobile may be operated
